CZ: . . . and it was easily the funniest record I'd listened to in ages. What inspired you to a make comedy straight 

edge record? 

Kev: We just felt like hardcore bands take themselves too seriously and we wanted to have a bit of fun. 

Bill: That was part of it. But really, ever since Floorpunch broke up, I thought the straight edge scene was in 

serious need of comedy. 

CZ: XAim For The Head X was one of my favourites off the LP. What are your favourite horror/zombie films? 

Kev: Umm, that Bruce Campbell movie. Oh wait, no I like the Simon Pegg one. That was actually good. 

Bill: Shaun of the Dead. 

Kev: Yeah, yeah. I like that one! 

Bill: Yeah, Kev's not too into horror films. That's more my thing. As far as the zombie genre goes, I'm really 

into the Evil Dead trilogy, Dead Alive, the 2004 remake of Dawn of the Living Dead. And Shaun of the Dead, 

of course. That film is pretty much perfect. Fido is pretty great too - Billy Connolly makes such a loveable 

undead man. 

CZ: My mom likes Billy Connolly. 

Kev: And I like your mom. 

Bill: Wow. 

CZ: Has Al Roker responded to any of your criticism? 

Kev: I really think that Al Roker has seen this. It may seem cocky, but in reality I'm pretty positive that Al Roker

Is there been any confusion 

over your humour? Do you ever get FSU-types at your shows threatening to break your fingers with 

hammers? 

Bill: We've had a pretty universally positive reaction to the humorous aspect of our music, actually. But 

we have had some bands that grumbled a bit when we would get a really good reaction at shows 

because they thought it was unfair for a joke band to get better crowd response than a serious band. 

They put in a lot of effort and feel gipped when jerks like us don't take anything seriously and can make 

fans quickly. But I don't think you can really blame us, since we don't even understand why anyone likes 

us. 

Kev: Plus those other bands suck.

Kev: People would probably be more angry at us if we actually played shows.

A lot of the old bands went for British sounds, 
taking their cues from the likes of Crass, Discharge, the 'Pistols, Clash and Ainebix. Then hi the late 
1990's the Vodka Juniors started playing their skate/thrash/pimk around hi Athens that I fell in love 
with. Make sure you check out then' stuff, you can get it all for free from their websites... 

So, introductions first, who does what in the band? How long have you been around for? How did you come 
up with "Vodka Juniors'? Where there any other names you were considering?

morning. That team could beat every other team on earth and we didn't even know one player. They played with their 

heart despite the huge amounts of money they got. We never thought we'd play more than 2 shows so we never really 

thought of the name but it was based on that team. 

I downloaded your latest double record, "Dark Poetry', which was a bit of a departure from your usual sound. 
What prompted you to go acoustic? How have the local kids responded to it? What about kids outside of 
Greece? Any other releases coming up? 

Well we had been writing them for years in different occasions for fun or by ourselves without the rest of the band 
knowing They just never fit into the records. We collected them all together and started recording without any plans 
of ever releasing them, just for fun after work... Our friends actually heard them and persuaded us to put them out. At 
first we thought we'd do it under another name but then we realised that this is who we are. This music and lyrics is 
our band. We like, play and write all kinds of music depending on how we feel at that period. Up to now everyone has 
taken it really cool.. .actually more than we ever thought. Especially the hardcore kids... All the punk and hardcore kids 
have a lot of rage and anger and this is the outcome of a lot of love and pain. We wrote music for the same people. 
It's just that this time we wrote about the love and the pain instead of the rage and the anger. 

Side-projects seem to be all the rage at the 
moment, do you guys have any? What do you 
think of bands having side-projects? Do you 
they take away from the main band (like Metallica 
might suggest) or do they add more (like the Mr. 
Bungle/Faith No More/Tomahawk/etc guy does)? 
No we don't have side projects. We try to incorporate 
everything else we want to do in this band. I don't 
see how we can play in other bands. We have grown 
up together and we re best friends so the band is just 
a side project of our friendship. Even if we don't play 
or rehearse we still see each other faces everynight 
so it would be really difficult to reach such a level of 
understanding, commitment and relationship with 
anyone else. Its something that takes years to 
happen and usually it doesnt. We're just lucky we 
ended up together. 

Whenever I've seen you guys live, no matter how drunk, you've always put on a pretty sweet show. What's 
the bizarrest thing that's happened to you guys on stage? What about injuries? Have anyone of you 
stage-dived head-first into a wall? 

Well it took us years to understand that when you sing in a punk band you don't put your mouth in front of the 
microphone but about 10cm below. So in the beginning there were a lot of teeth broken because people would get 
on stage and hit the stands that crashed on our teeth. Now we have taken our lesson and usually avoid injuries The 
most bizarre story that was actually caused by us is that once we played in a benefit for a DIY place in Athens that 
wanted to put an airconditioning system in the main area. Once we started playing we decided to take off a cloth for 
every 5 euro in the benefit box. We ended up playing completely naked but gathered some money! 

What do you guys do outside of the band? Are you all lawyers and doctors? Do you guys still find time to 
skate? 

No we don't sk8 anymore but we do surf a bit from time to time just for fun. We all have finished studying and 
currently work. Harris works in an indie record label in Greece, Orestis is a journalist, Fudukis is a Telecine Operator 
and Kostis is an Information Systems Engineer. We all work full time so we don't tour often and when we do it's 
usually in our vacation days. For example this Christmas we'll be touring in Italy, Austria, Germany, Belgium and 
Switzerland for a few days.

corporations and there is the music as a form of art part that is created by each human being as part of a band or 
alone. Also thinking of punk other people consider it as a musical genre and others (ourselves as well) consider it as 
an attitude with respect to music as described above. For example I guess KLF was a punk band although they 
played dance music. In any case why would anyone have the need to be labeled punk or be labeled anything for that 
matter? We always thought that music should only be labeled as real, heart-felt and inspiring or plain fake and boring 
irrespective of genres. 

Do you think politics have a place in music, or should it be "art for art"? Maybe something else? How would 
you feel if an organised political group or party found a vehicle in your music? Do you yourselves have a 
social or political agenda as a band? What did you make of Punkvoter. com, in light of G. W. Bush's 
re-election? 

Music is a form of expression so people that want to politically express them selves they have the right to do it. 
Sometimes we feel the need to do it as well and we do use our music but I wouldn't say that we are a political band 
and our band is not a political statement. I guess we consider our selves as socially aware. We don't belong in any 
groups or actively participate in political parties but we work on our own to try and make this world a better place and 
sometimes participate in specific events that we think have an important mesage. We're not fans of organisations as 
our belief is that anything organised can be controlled where as individual unorganised acts is impossible to face. As 
far as punkvoter goes we don't know enough about it so it would be wrong to say something good or bad. 

Recently mainstream rock bands like Radiohead and Nine Inch Nails have been going on about the death of 
'the record label' and have announced their intentions to go 'DIY', with questionable and varied results with 
mp3s. How do you feel about the switch to (apparent) more 'DIY-friendly' tactics and does the DIY scene gain 
or lose anything from such exposure of its ideals? Why did you prompted you to give your newest record out 
for free through the Internet? 

Well we never really believed in the presence of a DIY scene with ideals in the sence of a materialised organisation. 
We always thought of DIY as the result of common sense. How can you let anyone take charge of your creativity? 
Anyway we hate the term DIY. As we describe in some previous answers we don't like any kind of term that is used 
to collectively identify goups of people or bands. We believe in the uniqueness of everyone. In that sense I don't see 
how Radiohead giving a record for free has anything to do with music or the rest of the music world. There have been 
bands giving their art for free for ages. I like the stuff that Radiohead do from time to time but I don't see any 
connection with DIY. As for our new record the reason we gave it for free (we also gave the hardcopies for free as well) 
was because we wanted it to be available to everyone. 

You guys are also involved with Cannonball 666 
Records. Can you give us a bried history of the 
label and its goals? How easy is it to operate an 
independent punk label in Greece? What have 
been the major challenges so far? 
Cannonball Records is not a real label. We don't 
have a roster and we don't really pay for records that 
bands put out. It is a group of friends that put out 
their records on their own and just pretend there 
really is a label by putting the same logo on the back. 
From time to time we meet people that share some 
of the same musical interests and beliefs or that we 
feel they do something real and we invite them to 
join us. We don't offer anything to them than just a 
network of friends that works to help out with covers, 
shows, flyers etc... Running such an independent 
label in Greece is the easiest thing since you have 
nothing to achieve and no goals to go after. You're 
already where you want by definition, haha... 




You are one of the few Greek punk/hc bands that 
have toured outside of Greece. Why is it so hard for 
Greek bands to make it outside of Greece? What 
have been the preconceptions people have had 
about Greek punk outside of Greece? What are 
some of the weirdest places you've played? 
The Balcans have been really affected by many wars 
over the years. Touring in east Europe used to be 
extremely difficult and sometimes dangerous. Since the 
late 1990s things are getting better and bands are 
starting to travel to the north and the other way aroud as 
well. The other way could be going with a boat to Italy or 
flying out but this is very expensive. I guess if you leave 
in Germany for example you can play every weekend in 
a different country only with a 5 hours drive for some 
gas money. The most bizzare place we've played was 
at a pizza house while people were eating pizza... not 
that bizzare but it was funny! 





I've been away from Greece for 
about 8 years and I'm constantly 
finding out about new bands and 
demos flying around. What new 
bands from Greece would you 
recommend someone visitinq looks 
into? 

Greece has some amazing bands like 
Sun of Nothing (sludge), Censored 
Sound (old school he), Skaribas (ska 
punk), Planet of Zeus (Stoner rock), 
Vitapeis (Hiphop), Bad Movies (Punk 
rock) and I can write many more lines 
so lets just say that a look on myspace 
won t let you down! 



In Greece you've played with many huge internationally-touring bands (like Agnostic Front, 
Propagandhi, Lagwagon, Therapy? etc.). Which of those shows was the most memorable one? Any 
funny stories?

I do not like people being in the position to manipulate me. I do not appreciate people who assume they know 
what is better for me interfering with my life. That sort of reliance and influence can and will often lead to 
exploitation. In the case of religion, God is this being or entity that, for whatever reasons as a human being I will 
never comprehend, will control my life, throw obstacles, make the whole experience a struggle and ingrain the 
notion into my thick skull that free-will is inherently evil. Why am I supposed to be praying to this again? In 
politics and economics you will find pretty much the same patterns: you pay your taxes, you send your kids (or 
drag yourself) to war, you pay some more taxes, you bust your ass at some 9-to-5 until your heart packs in, out 
of fear of being marginalised and dying at some old people's home or cardboard box in your own shit and piss. 
Why am I supposed to be supporting this way of life? You get the picture. Think for yourself and don't take 
anything for granted. 

Now, when it comes to music, it's the same sheepish mentality I find in 'serious' aspects of life (like the 
aforementioned religion and politics) that I have very little time for. More specifically it's the audience-stage 
dynamic that I cannot stand. I think it's pretty lame when artists will put themselves on a pedestal, under the 
assumption they are somehow of a better quality than everyone else. What I find even lamer is when people 
will fall for that sort of ego-driven bullshit and allow others to put themselves on pedestals to be worshiped, to 
give meaning to their own lives. The sort of people who fall into that trap are the sort of people who find 
themselves manipulated by cults and by cults I mean the ones you end up drinking arsenic-laced Kool-Aid in a 
field, not the 'lets hold hands around a tree and play D&D' social gatherings types.

Look at the Beatles, arguably the biggest pop group ever (if the mainstream music press is anything to go by) 
and the amount of crap they got into because of their fans and people somehow connected to their music and 
mythology. Yes, I'm talking about Chuck Manson, that crazy guy who capped Lennon and all their hysterical 
female fans that congregated outside airports and hotels. The common thread I see is their susceptibility to 
absorbing the sort of PR bullshit they were all fed at the time by the media and the band themselves, mostly 
about their awesomeness, sex appeal, charisma and the dwarfing of the Christ. I doubt the Beatles' intentions 
were to inspire mentally unstable people to go on murder sprees, but they sure sold a fuck load of records to 
hysterical teenagers. If you tell people enough how awesome you are, eventually they will fall for it and after you 
do that, you can sell them whatever it is you're selling. In any case, there are a million assholes out there who 
want nothing more than to be worshiped and it's a lot easier to make a career of it in music than claiming to be 
the Messiah or becoming the dictator of war-torn nation. 

Underground music, before it starts getting mainstream coverage, on the other hand, has less of that fan 
bullshit. On a practical level, this is largely due to the significantly smaller number of people involved. The 
smaller number of people means that everyone ends up knowing each other, so rather than having a faceless 
audience of ticket-holders, the band has an audience of friends and acquaintances; they are more like equals, 
by simply being there and supporting something new. Call me a naive, but I like to think that you are less likely 
to fuck someone over if you know them. On an ideological level, underground or alternative subcultures have 
the very real potential to act like medieval carnivals. In those carnivals, social structures and norms were totally 
reversed: guys would dress like girls, girls like guys, the poor would run around like kings for the day, the rich 
would roll in shit, everyone forgot their religious fears and got bombed and had the biggest gang bang ever. 
There's a bit of dramatisation there, but that was generally the idea of it before the Church went 'No' and it got 
colonised by the capitalist interests. Alternative and underground subcultures will often reverse certain aspects 
of mainstream and pop culture. That's why rock addressed racism, heavy metal religious oppression, punk rock 
homophobia and so forth. And that's why you're not going to hear Britney or Christina sing about anything 
risque like the World Trade being a death-machine or Jesus being a cunt. 



It was all pretty sweet being into punk and hardcore in the 1 980s and 1 990s for a while. After the Pistols and 
Clash finally died the fuck out, the culture industry kinda gave up on picking up on the whole Exploited scene 
and invested in New Wave as the future of 'punk' as a commodity So we had Black Flag, Dead Kennedys and 
Minor Threat taking it back to its roots, without a lot of the poser bullshit that came with the brightly-coloured 
mohawks. Up until Nirvana fucked it up for everyone again. Nirvana are largely credited for 'opening 
boundaries' and 'expanding horizons' or whatever it is their press releases and mainstream media agree to 
these days. What that basically translates as is that it was time again for the record companies to rape and 
pillage what underground music scenes existed because the last two wells (glam rock and techno) were 
dangerously drying out and they don't want be caught out. So after relentless radio and video airtime, idiots 
across the world found a brand new (?) fad to latch on to and brought all their misery to it and the rest is history. 
Going to shows back then you could tell who discovered 'moshing' from the '...Teen Spirit' video (who'd also 
latch onto the next 'big thing') and who figured it out for themselves. Fans reared their ugly face as guitars 
became popular once again. 

A fan, short for fanatic, is someone who never thinks and merely follows, nothing more than a pawn or 
foot-soldier. They are like worker ants in a colony; they move around a lot, look like they have a purpose and 
some serious business to attend to, but in reality they are simply working on automatic because they know no 
better. Unlike ants however, which are manipulated by pheromones, fans are manipulated by their base 
emotions, by being kept in a state of emotional distress. Afan will listen to some ballad rock and think that every 
song was written about themselves, putting themselves in that same emotional state over and over again. One 
of my favourite theorists, Theodor Adomo, wrote about this around the time Nazis started busting heads and 
jazz was all that and pretty much nailed it when he claimed that 'they [the consumers of popular music] 
consume music in order to be allowed to weep' and that 'one who weeps does not resist any more than one 
who marches'. That is something that the Joseph Goebbels was more than aware of and as Minister of 
Propaganda in Nazi Germany made it his mission to control culture and art. Hell, look at how fashion trends get 
passed on from pop-stars to their fans and from then on to popular culture as a whole. What's to stop potential 
harmful ideology getting transmitted in that way? I'm not going to claim to know which is harmful and which not, 
but would Hitler be sporting a fringe if he were around today? You can bet your Project X test-pressing he 
would. Don't be a tool.

Evolution of a Cro-Magnon by John Joseph 

The Cro-Mags are thet ype of band that I never got into because 
of a sketchy discography, along with Sick Of It All, Bad Brains 
and the Misfits. I also vaguely remember reading about the 
harsh words exchanged between Joseph and Harley and 
accusations of theft etc. I first came across an audio-book 
version of this book and decided to give it a go. After about 5 
minutes of listening him read, I was totally hooked. The 
autobiography describes in great detail his life, which comes off 
like a mash-up of Kids, Goodfellas and Sleepers, all filtered 
through segments of American Hardcore. I had no clue how 
rough his upbringing was and the amazing circumstances that 
brought him where he is, so it was a real eye-opener in an 
unknown side of his that never really made the headlines as 
much his squabbles with Harley. I bought the book version 
which is more complete and it covers in greater detail some of 
the key events that influenced his life, but crucially his dealings 
with the ISKCON.

I get the feeling they are trying to 
suggest that Christians can rock and therefore it comes off as a bit of a recruitment brochure; all this lacks is a Christ's 
Seal of Approval on their cover. The print quality is awesome, but they fucked up with resolutions and layouts, so some 
text is ridiculously tiny, pictures are pixelated or blurred and some of the pages look like a right mess. I'd only 
recommend this to people who want a legitimate purpose to make fun of Christians for their musical tastes.

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plain and simply an amazing UK punk band. The Colchester-based punks are possibly one of 
the best punk acts in the UK at the moment and have rightly been offered a spot to play the 
prestigious Rebellion punk festival 2009 in August! I have been to many of the Cambridge 
shows, and one that will always stick in my mind and the minds of many others was where they, 
for some reason or another found themselves without their drummer. Undaunted, they decided 
to play an acoustic set and still managed to have the entire venue bouncing (not too mention 
stage diving.) I don't think many people can think of shows they have been to where the entire 
crowd was stage diving and starting circle pits to 3 guys with acoustic guitars! The long awaited 
album was finally released in 2008 and I couldn't wait to get hold of a copy and took it upon 
myself to sell some copies in the shop I work in (Billys, which can be found on Burleigh Street, 
Cambridge). In fact it was pointed out to me by a colleague at work that the album, or certainly 
most of its tracks, have been played at work every day since I got my grubby mitts on a copy. 
Not to mention that a certain member of Crucial was seen at a punk show, hosted by the 
legendary local promoters Last Gang In Town, purchasing a number of copies and handing 
them out to people while shouting in a drunken rage "You need this record in your lives!" 



The album is 16 tracks (say Ed, what did happen to the other 2.5 tracks?) of unadulterated, in 
your face, British punk. I've toyed with the idea of a "favorite track" and its not so much that I 
cant choose one, more that it just changes all the time. There are the edgy political tracks such 
as Big Yellow Taxi and My First Political Song for when you want to hate on "the man" and 
"rebel rebel fuck the system". Oh God Your All So Ugly and Oooh Gorgeous whilst at first listen 
come across as comical, are steeped in social awareness and commentary. I mean we've all 
met that irritating hot slag who just knows it and you honestly do think "for crying out loud, 
FUCK OFF!" While writing songs of this sort of caliber, they still manage to throw in some plain 
old angry punk tunes like The Cunts and possibly my favourite (of today) / Won't Pay.
